Today, midst a seeming abundance of prosperity and happi- 
ness, The Atlanta Constitution officially opens its 1945 Opportunity 
Fund—an annual campaign to raire money for Atlanta families, 
temporarily plagued by poverty, illness or other misfortunes, 

Looking forward to their first peacetime Christmas in five years, 
most Atlantans now are busy making preparations for a joyous, 
festive Yuletide season. An unmistakable holiday spirit is adrift 
in the city. 

Atlanta stores are almost bursting at the corners, with shoppers 
thronging their counters by the thousands. And money seems as 
plentiful as confetti in a New York parade. 

But as Longfellow aptly phrased it, “things are not what they 
seem.” Despite the many pocketbooks bulging with cash, cases 
of poignant need still exist in our community. They exist today 
just as they existed last year, when 40 families were aided by The 
Constitution’s Opportunity Fund. 


Of the 40 families who received financial aid from last year’s 


- fund, 32 now are entirely self-supporting. All they needed was a ‘ 


temporary boost—for two months, six months, or perhaps a year— 
which put them over the hump and oni to the road of self-reliance, 
self-support and independence. 

That was the original design of the Ten Opportunities Fund, 
created many years ago, and that has been its history since it first 
was instigated to give financial aid for a year to 10 worthy Atlanta 
families. It long since has outgrown that limited scope, for lit- 
erally hundreds of families have been aided by the fund. | 

All family groups who receive aid from The Constitution’s fund 
are selected by experienced ‘social workers of the Family Welfare 
Society, who know the capacity of the persons concerned to make 
constructive use of the relief offered them. 

Public charities and government agencies take care of those 
who can be classed as permanent charity wards, such as the aged 
and the chronic invalids. The Opportunity Fund takes care of 
those who need temporary relief until they can reorganize their 
efforts toward self-support. 
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Mr. and Mrs. D. and their four children were a family aided 


by last year’s fund. Mr. D. had always been self-supporting, but 
he became ill and was serit to a sanitarium. Mrs. D. and. the chil- 
dren—all under niné years—had no means of support. The Oppor- 
tunity Fund provided them a monthly income until the father 
again was able to assume the family responsibility. 

The problems of this and other families have been solved, but 
some families now are only beginning: to know privation and dis- 
tress.’ Each day in The Constitution, their true stories will be un- 
folded. The reader is asked to judge the merits of the needs in- 
volved in each case and to give what he can.

Arnall Flays Ruling of ICC; 
Sees Only Justice in Courts 


Gov. Arnall, enemy of the north in the matter of freight rates 
discrimination, has pulled a surprise and. virtually supported a north- 
ern attack on an ICC ruling which sought to better equalize freight 


rates. ; 
Commenting yesterday on action’ 
of nine northern states seeking to 


enjoin the ICC from raising north- 
ern freight rates 10 per cent and 
lowering southern rates 10 per 
cent, Arnall said: 

“It. is clear that the ICC order 
actually was a political straddle. 
The southern rates were 39 per 
cent higher than the northern 
rates. If the ICC had wanted to 
do the correct thing, it should have 
reduced the southern rates the full 
39 per cent. Then, when the 
northern and southern rates were 
equal, if the carriers needed 
higher rates in order to operate 
profitably, all rates, northern and 
southern, should have been evenly 
and reasonably increased so the 
south would not be paying -the 
heaviest toll and the largest share 
of the railroad profits.” 


Arnall said it is amusing to see 
that when Georgia’s suit. was filed 
in United States supreme court the 
railroads insisted the courts had 
no jurisdiction over freight rates— 
that the ICC had sole contro] over 
rates—and now the railroads and 
northern states are appealing to 
the courts and not to the ICC. 

The Governor is not depending 


‘upon the ICC for justice, however. 


He said he is convinced Georgia 
and the south will never 
justice except from the United 
States supreme court.

“I doubt if all our southern sen- 
ators and congressmen really want 
fair freight rates if they allow the

Road Back Home Long

Whether he comes home by air or sea, the road back from war 
is the longest, weariest, most interminable road a man will ever 
travel. It goes on forever, until that bright goal at the end, the 
fond, familiar features of home, seem like some mirage that forever 
fades into the distance as he approaches it.

Then the dispatch comes and he gathers up his battered gear 
with the mud and dust of the islands on it, and turns it in to the 
quartermaster, end for about a day he is happy. Then, as the days 
of waiting for transportation pass, he begins to fret again. 


He says to himself: Boy, once I am aboard that ship, or maybe 
a plane, if I’m lucky, then my troubles will be over. 


But they aren’t. For nothing that flies or floats can match the 
speed of his own thoughts and his thoughts are all of home. In 
spirit he is there already, and the crawling pace of his plane or ship 
irks him sore. He leans on the rail and watches the whispering sea 
and he swears that the flying fish make greater speed. He gazes 
bleakly out the windows of his plane and for, two cents you could 
convince him that, from the moment he had taken to the air, the 
laws of physics had been suspended and he was just hanging there, 
forever motionless in limitless space. Everything irks him. The 
pilot, lolling in his seat, gazing with vacant eyes out over the sea. 
He should be tense in the saddle, flogging every cunce of power 
out of those monotonously droning engines. The navigator, dozing 
with his pencil over his ear. 


Why doesn’t that dope get on the ball? He’s bucking this head 
wind and I betcha 50 dollars if we went up another thousand feet 
we'd find a tail wind that would blow us 40 knots faster.

was revealed here Saturday as one 
of chemical werfare’s top secret 
projects of the war. i 

Known as the “Fred” project, 
the highly dangerous research 
work occupied a staff of 30 chem- 
ists and engineers who worked for 
eight montHs to develop an Allied 
V-1 bomb. 

From the time work began in 
February until weeks after Japan 
surrendered the research was 
shrouded with mystery, partly be- 
cause “Fred” at times reacted in 
an unpredictable manner. 

The scientists themselves stayed 
400. feet away in concrete block- 
houses with 36-inch walls and. 
sandbagged roof to conduct their 
launching trials. They left only 
recording camera equipment as 
close as 20 feet in a concrete 
bunker. 

The final trial] took place last 
summer when jet motors were at- 
tached and the bomb was fired 
from the angled ramp and roared 
accurately away to its target, a 
spot in the Atlantic ocean.

In accepting the chairmanship, 
Strickland stated that the coming 
appeal, together with “The March 
of Dimes,” to be held from Jan. 14 
to Jan. 31, next, has no connection 
with any other infantile paralysis 
fund appeal. 

“This appeal and its March of 
Dimes has become synonymous 
with the nationally organized fight 
infantile paralysis,” said 
Strickland. “The campaign in 1946 
will commemorate the late Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, who created the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. As is usual, half of all 
contributions will remain in the 
local communities to aid in the 
fight against the disease.”

IN GERMANY STILL 


FRANKFURT, Germany, 
Dec. 1.— (4) —An American 
Military Government report 
asserted Saturday that a 
“dangerous and unhealthy ele- 
ment” still exists in Germany, 
and that mechanized troops 
and armored cars were ready 
to deal with “any emergency 
that may arise.” :

Cook School 
Chosen For 
Food Study 


S. Cook Grammar school 
te ll this year as one of five 
schools'in the state of Georgia to 
participate in an extensive nutri- 
tion program incorporating stu- 
dents, their parents and teachers. 

Under the supervision of Miss 
Floride Moore, of the University 
of Georgia department of educa- 
tion, a workshop is held for moth- 
ers, where pointers are given on 
the most effective methods of per- 
suading children to eat correctly, 
and roundtable discussions held on 
the individual problems of this 
sort that arise from time to,time. 


CHARTS KEPT 

In connection with the program, 
teachers have initiated studies of 
foods in their regular class work, 
making each child conscious of the 
vitamins, calcium, iron, and the 
like, that they consume each day. 
Charts are kept daily by mothers 
and children of the meals partaken 
in the home and at school. Attrac- 
tive posters of foods line class- 
room walls and any student can 
tell you which of these foods con- 
tain vitamins A, B or C. 

Stressing the importance of vita- 
mins in meals, a game called Vita- 
min-go is played by third grade 
students, who are given points for 
correct eating each day. With 
each point the student is allowed 
to move his “man” up another 
place on a “road to health” chart 
until the bullseye is reached. 

Among the most progressive 
grades in the health program is 
the low first. Youngsters in the 
class, dressed in costumes they 
made from potato sacks, periodi- 
cally enact the story of “Rowena 
the Skating Cow,” to remind them 
of the necessity of drinking milk. 


ROWENA INSTRUCTS 

Rowena, in the story, is a cow 
that grew dissatisfied with the 
routine of providing milk for 
American boys and girls. Learn- 
ing to skate, she traveled abroad, 
performing before kings. and 
queens of many lands, thereby at- 
taining the greatest of fame. How- 
ever, Rowena soon became con- 
scious-stricken because of desert- 
ing her boys and girls and return- 
ed to America to furnish them 
milk.

French Girl Foiled Germans, 
Escaped From Two Camps 


By DUPONT WRIGHT 
In the Street of the Pyramids 
in Paris stands a small statue of 
Joan of Arc on a pony, one of the 
many representations of the Maid 
who became the symbol of modern 

French patriotism. 
This gilded statue inevitably 
loomed up before an old resident 
of Paris as he talked to a young 
French woman, a captain of the 
French Underground who survived 
two German concentration camps, 


escaped across the breadth of the 
Reich, who witnessed medieval 
cruelty reborn in the asphyxiation 
of Jews, who married a fellow of- 
ficer of the FFI only to lose. him 
in an airplane crash, and at length 
saw France rise again. _ 

An expert skier familiar with 
both the Alps and the Pyrenees, 
she took part in guerrilla exploits 
and escorted many a refugee to 
the Spanish border. She is Mme. 
Helene de Landis, now visiting in 
Atlanta at the home of Mrs. 
Charles Bellamy, at 704 Longwood 
drive, N. W. 

TO WRITE EXPERIENCES 

Mme. de Landis is looking for a 
job, but, after her active, not to 
say perilous, life, shudders at the 
thought of being shut up in a 
store. Hardly knowing what sort 
of peacetime work her experience 
fits her for, she hopes that some- 
thing suitable turns up. She would 
like to have some lecture engage- 
ments. She is putting her war ex- 
periences in book form, and wants 
time to resume her medical edu- 
cation. 

You see in this small woman of 
°4. a Catholic daughter of the 
French aristocracy, raised in a 
wealthy quarter of Paris, on the 
Roulevard Haussmann near the 
Etoile, another symbol of the un- 
dying spirit of France. Her trim, 
athletic figure on skis, rifle over 
her shoulder and pistol at her 
belt, would be a good subiect for 
another sculptor.

The mother and 
daughter, she related, were re- 
leased and made their way to the 
f-ee French zone, but she was tak- 
en with other prisoners—all blind. | 
folded—to.a camp near Graz, Aus- 
tria. 

The prisoners there were put 
to work building their own pris- | 
on.

given wheelbarrows and forced to 
haul rocks from the countryside. 

“Because we were blindfolded,” 
she said, “none of us had the 
slightest idea where we were, but 
we seized the first opportunity 
to run away, all the 62 in our

Following conferences yesterday 
with James H. Therrell, executive 
director of the Atlanta Housing 
Authority, and Raymond W. Tor- 
ras, engineer-secretary of the city 
commission, Hartsfield 
asked B. Graham West, city comp- 
troller, to prepare necessary pa- 


'pers to provide the appropriation. | 


He also asked that papers be pre- 
pared to empower the mayor to 
contract with federal or any other 
agencies or corporations to secure 
the trailers or temporary war 
houses.

Gov. Arnall Will 
Help Dedicate — 
New Power Unit 


A new 100.000 horsepower addi- 
tion to Plant Atkinson, the-Geor- 
gia Power Company’s big steam- 
electric generating station near At- 
lanta, will be ready to begin full 
operation Dec. 14. Gov. Arnall will 
be the principal! speaker at a dedl- 
cation ceremony. 

Several hundred Georgians will 
attend the exercises and inspect 
the plant. The new unit, adding 
1,500,000 kilowatt hours a day to 
Georgia’s power supply, increases 
the plant’s total capacity to 300,000 
horsepower. making it the greatest 
power station in Georgia and one 
of the largest steam-electric plants 
in the southeast. It can produce 
4.500.000 kilowatt hours a day, 
more than a third of the present 
power requirements of the com- 
pany’s system. . 

With the new unit in service, the 
‘company announced, its facilities 
will have a total] generating ca- 
pacity of 945,000 horsepower, In- 
cluding 525,000 horsepower in 
steam-electric stations and 420,000 
horsepower in hydroelectric plants. 
Since 1940 five large units with a 
combined capacity of, 400,000 
horsepower have been constructed. 
All five are steam-operated so as 
to be unaffected by lack of rain 
in drouth periods. 

Construction of the third unit 
at Plant Atkinson, located ir. Cobb 
county on the Chattahvochee river

A DISTINGUISHED YOUNG GEORGIAN, Robert L. Sherrod, has 


written a new book, 
(Duell, Sloan & Pearce). 


“On to Westward: War in the Central Pacific” 


There is no better way to start a review of this latest work by 
the man who wrote “Tarawa: The Story of a Battle” than to quote 
his publisher, who is justifiably proud and enthusiastic about both 


the author and his book: 
“Bob Sherrod of Time is recog- 
ized as one of the nation’s great 
reporters, and this full, revealing 
account of the new kind of war 
waged in the Central Pacific is his 
finest achievement to date.” 


THE SUBJECT MATTER of this 
book is, of course, of considerable 
interest—it is history in the mak- 
ing. But here in Georgia, the thing 
about the book which will elicit 
most comment is its authorship— 
the fact that Mr. Sherrod once 
lived in Thomasville, Athens, and 
Atlanta, and comes back ever so 
often to renew friendships in these 
places. A native of Thomasville, 
Mr. Sherrod is a 1929 graduate of 
the Henry W. Grady School of 
Journalism and worked in Atlanta 
(on The Constitution and with an 
advertising office of a department 
store) before going to the New 
York Herald Tribune and later 
the Time-Life-Fortune organiza- 
tion. 

While yet a student in the uni- 
versity, Mr. Sherrod’s journalistic 
promise revealed itself both in the 
classroom and in extra-curricular 
activities. He was associate editor 
of the Red and Black (campus 
newspaper), Pandora (University 
annual), and Georgia Alumni Rec- 
ord. Only a few weeks ago, Mr. 
Sherrod returned to his alma 
mater to address the student body 
as a special lecturer, and also to 
speak at the installation of the 
university chapter of the Marine 
Corps League. 

This latest book by a Georgian 
is concerned with the Pacific bat- 
tles during the 16 months between 
Nov. 23, 1943, when the Second 
Marine Division secured Tarawa, 
and April 1, 1945, when soldiers

AND THAT IS WHAT Mr. Sher- 
rod has done in this book, and 
done extraordinarily well. He con- 
veys through the medium of cold 
type the heat, excitement and 
smell of battle—what he saw, 
heard, and felt as valiant young 
Americans were wounded and 
killed all about him. A‘ good re- 
porter is the eyes, ears and senses 
for all those thousands who de- 
pend on him for the news, and 
Mr. Sherrod in this book, as in all 
his writing, has brought to his 
task understanding, honesty and 
realism. 

There is a good deal in this book 
about the Marines. The author ex- 
plains this in a way which should 
cheer all members, ex-members, 
and friends of this division of the 
service. “The toughest battles 
make the best stories,” Mr. Sher- 
rod writes. “My job was writing 
stories, so I followed the Leather- 
necks. ... If, as General Eisen- 
hower has said, morale is the most 
important factor in a war, the Ma- 
rines had to a_ startling degree 
what it takes to fight a war.” 


ASIDE FROM HIS MAIN story, 
Mr. Sherrod has many interesting 
related comments. He tells, for 
example, of his last visit with Er- 
nie Pyle, just nine days before 
his death. He comments on the 
psychology of the Japs. (“The 
Central Pacific campaign empha- 
sized ... that we were fighting 
an enemy which we knew only 
slightly .. . The mental processes 
of the Japanese apparently func- 
tioned in an altogether different 
manner from our own ") And, 
possibly most interestingly of all, 
he looks to the future and writes: 
| “It may be that the atomic 
'bomb and guided missiles will put 
‘war on a scientific basis, and here- 
after wars will be won in the 
‘laboratories. In that case, this

Atlanta Field Trial Club in staging field trials which have drawn 
big name dogs for the past several years. Starting out as a small 
local group of hunting and field trial dog enthugiasts, the organi- 
zation has developed a large following of dog lovers, 

Success in staging trials, open to both amateur and pro- 
fessional handlers, in a metropolitan area, has been due 
largely to the favorable locations of the trial grounds—the 
Fulton County Industrial Farm located on Gordon road, just 
beyond Adamsville. Dogs are released from below a hilltop 
on the farm and make their cast through the woods and 
farmlands along the river bottoms. Thousands of spectators 
line the hilltop for each event, watching the dogs do their 
stuff around the course and in the bird field. 

Aware of the increasing interest in these trials and .the possi- 
bility of putting Atlanta and Fulton county on the map nationally 
as a bird dog center, members of the Atlanta club have proposed 
that the approximately 75 acres of hillside and valiey, not used for 
farming, be set aside by Fulton county as a recreation site and 
field trial grounds. Pine trees to prevent erosion have already 
been planted, and the club has sowed around 1,000 pounds of les- 
pedeza seed to provide cover and protection for the site. Visiting 
dog men have classed the site as one of the best one-course trial 
grounds in the country. 

Fulton county's commissioners, who have co-operated with the 
club in staging past trials, realize the value of using this site for 
field trials and other recreational uses, such as model planes and 
archery and will meet with club members at the Fulton county 
industrial farm Monday to accept the proposal and consider the 
establishing of permanent trial grounds on the county property. 
Use of these grounds for such a worthy sport would be a fine thing. 
With assurance of a permanent location for its events. the Atlanta 
Field Trial Club can go forward with its plans for making Atlanta 
famous as a bird dog capital.

Nine northern states have instituted 


action seeking to prevent the ICC from 
equalizing freight rates throughout the 
nation,

Dramatic facts are thereby revealed. 


First, the railroads owe the people of 
the south an apology. They insisted the 
freight rates did not discriminate against 
the south and did not offer obstacles to 
establishment of new industry in the south. 

Now comes the official spokesman from 
the nine northern states saying: 

“All the rorthern states are very much 
concerned over the freight rate decision 
..- because if it stands it will offer strong 
inducements to industries to locate in the 
PR a | 

That is one fact not to be disputed. 

There is another. 

The south has contended that it had, 
because of the rates, been maintained as a 
source of raw materials which were 
shipped out to the industrial east, that the 
rates purposely were kept low on these 
materials which were then manufactured 
at high wages, and that rates on their ship- 
ment back were made low. At the same 
time rates on manufactured articles in the 
south often were 39 per cent higher for 
the same shipping distances as compared 
with like articlesymanufactured and ship- 
ped from the east. 

What does the legal representative of 
the nine northern states have to say? 

Just this—“Although the class rates are 


Not To Be Forgotten 


Georgia Women Democrats, in session 
here this week, drew up a legislative pro- 
gram for presentation to the forthcoming 
session of the general assembly.

Adequate 
appropriations shall be provided for the 
operations of a merit system and the state 
personnel board” ...and... “The general

There is substantiation of every charge 
made by the southern newspapers, gover- 
nors and other agencies long engaged in 
seeking to do away with one of the most 
tragic discriminations in the history of a 
nation, in which all states and peoples are 
presumed, under the constitution of the 
United States, to have equal rights. 

The ICC surely will not, having at last 
reached the conclusion to do something 
about it, ignore this cynical confession of 
guilt and take any action which would 
again fix upon the south the status of a 
colony supplying raw materials cheaply to 
manufacturers in other sections. 

Surely, in the name of God and com- 
mon justice, there is no reason why the 
south should be compelled to remain 
shackled by economic bonds fixed upon 
her at a time when she was prostrate in 
defeat; when her currency was valueless; 
when her social system was wiped out; 
when laws were made to protect and in- 
sure the continuing success of eastern- 
owned industries and railways, most of 
which had appeared or had expanded as 
war industries of the north. 

Now, when the key is poised to unlock 
some of the chains, the industrialists of the 
nine northern states cynically confess the 
truth of the south’s charges, but demand 
their pound of flesh just the same. 


assembly. shall provide for uniform sys- 
tems of county and municipal government, 
and provide for optional plans for both, 
and shall provide for systems of initia- 
tive, referendum and recall in some of the 
plans for both county and municipal gov- 
ernment. The general assembly shall pro- 
vide a method by which a county or mu- 
nicipality may select one of the optional 
uniform systems or plans or reject any or 
all proposed systems or plans.” 

Both these paragraphs remain to be 
activated before Georgians will realize the 
benefits of home rule and a state civil 
service setup. 

We are glad to see representative or- 
ganizations such as the Women Democrats 
have no intention of allowing the legis- 
lators to forget their responsibility to the 
people on these two important points. 


A Proper Action on County Police 


The Constitution feels sure that even 
the county police union, on reflection, 
must be pleased the county commission 
and the civil service board have refused 
a resolution by the union requesting that 
promotions of superior officers be made 
by seniority rather than on a merit basis. 

The union certainly was on poor ground 
when it protested some of its older men 
could not pass examinations because of 
a lack of education. The Constitution is 
entirely and Sincerely sympathetic as to 
the position of these men. But the facts 
are that modern police methods require 
an education. To intrust positions of im- 
portance and responsibility to men who 
cannot even understand modern tech- 
niques, instructions and methods, many 


of them written, would be the height of 
folly. There are night schools and no man 
is too old to learn. 

Also, to promote a man merely because 
he has been longest in service is not de- 
sirable. The police cannot demand the 
protection of civil service and at the 
same time ask to be relieved of it when 
it does not suit them. ; 

The civil service examinations are not 
difficult. They are the same as those in 
effect in other states and counties. The 
police union might well devote itself to 
raising its standards of education and 
familiarity with modern policing. 

At any rate, let us always have promo- 
tion based on ability, not on years of 
service.

Another FDR 
Fights for the Veterans 


Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., in a public state- 
ment, said last week: : 

; “This is a critical period for veterans. It is 
imperative that we secure the minimum essential of life—a home 
—for the men and women who fought for the, life of this nation. 
It is also imperative that the veterans be made to feel that their 
government recognizes their problem and is at least doing some- 
thing to solve it. The public officials of our government have a 
great responsibility to act in a way that will preserve the faith 
and confidence of the veteran in the American way of life.” 

He was speaking as chairman of the Veterans’ Housing Com: 
mittee for New York of the American Veterans’ Committee. 

None can quarrel with his statement, which is but the con- 
cluding paragraph of a lengthy analysis of the situation in New 
York. 

Young Rodsevelt, home from the war where he served with 
real combat distinction in the Atlantic, Mediterranean and Pacific 
theaters, has captured the imagination of the veterans in the east 
with his intelligent, vigorous fight in their behalf. He is getting 
action. 

It is probable that of the Roosevelt sons this one, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr., is the one most likely to be interested in politics. 
Now he is interested in the veteran and his interest is deep and 


sincere. He can, if he succeeds, go on from there. 

° The veteran isn’t going to be patient about hous- 
Can Be Built ing and he should not be Satlent. He will have 
no patience at all with delays or demands for higher rentals. His 
small amount of mustering-out pay; the time lost from a full-pay 
job; his difficulty getting clothing and a place to live, have him 
burning and inflation makes him angry. 

There will be denials and explanations, but the cold fact is 
we fumbled the plans for the return of the veterans. Already his 
sacrifice is being pushed into second place as various groups 
scramble for position. 

The veteran also properly classified as “bunk” tke excuse 
about not putting up temporary housing.§ They put up plenty of 
it for him to Jive in while he trained and while he occupied a 
base. And they put it up quickly—in a matter of days. 


k d They know as a fact what young Roosevelt said in his 
ecor hammering attack on the problem in New York. He 
said: 


“It is a matter of record that not in six months but in six 
weeks after the late President Roosevelt was informed that a city 
for 75,000 persons was needed for work on the atomic bomb, 
Atom City in Oak Ridge, Tennessee, was ready and open. The 
veterans themselves, who have built bridges, laid airstrips, and 
erected buildings, know just how fast buildings can be put up if 
there is energetic co-operation behind the projects. As one veteran 
said the other day, ‘If we could do it in war, there’s no reason 
why it can’t be done for us in peace. The housing problem for 
veterans is an emergency situation.’ As for priorities on necessary 
materials, reliable housing authorities maintain that temporary 
housing could be made ready for servicemen in thirty to sixty 
days.” 

The veterans know that. They know there is not energetic 
co-operation today. They know there is no unity behind the effort 
to do something for them. 

They know nothing is being done which has the united commu- 
nity, national or congressional action behind it. The veteran is 
running second. ‘“What-is-there-in-it-for-me?” has shoved the vet- 
eran out of the way. Which is most unwise, as time will tell. 


Americans don’t want the government to supply 
Government housing. It properly is a function of private busi- 
ness. But the veterans expect housing. Don’t expect them to be 
willing to sleep in parks or pay high prices for some room in a 
semi-slum boarding house and be happy about it. Who is going 
to put roofs over their heads? 

They want action. They want it, if necessary, from the govern- 
ment that took them away from houses and now hasn't any into 
which to put them. They want something now—not a year or two 
from now. And who is there to say they should not have it? 

Already the veteran is suspicious. He thinks his own people 
are trying to hold him up, to gouge the last cent he has, to cash 
in on his bonds and his savings—if any. 

If there be any who doubt this fact, I ask them merely to check, 
with the selective service boards in their city. See the letters, 
hear of what the men have to say when they cannot find a place 
to live. 

If there is no solution, he will expect his government, which 
could take him and use him in its behalf, to initiate, to enter into 
municipal and private agreements, to get him and his family a 
place to live. And he doesn’t want to be charged extravagantly 
for it, because he isn’t earning extravagantly and hasn't been.

Some Men Did Get 
That Second Chance 


A couple of stories were told me in recent 

days by returned veterans of the ETO. 

Both illustrating the truth that some men are 
lucky enough to get a second chance. That failure of the spirit in 
crisis does not always bring disgrace. That sometimes opportunity 
comes to retrieve a seemingly disgraced record. 

And that no man can be sure of human judgment that calls one 
man a hero and brands another coward. 

Scene of the first story is Omaha Beach. Any possessor of the 
bronze arrowhead of the ETO can tell you Omaha Beach is on the 
coast of Normandy. It is that area where the men who stepped 
ashore on June 6, 1944—D-Day—met the stiffest opposition, where 
casualties were heaviest and where it took longer, and called for 
greater determination, to win and hold the beachhead. 

This fellow was scared. -Of course, they all were, but he was 
scared in a different degree. 

He could not stand it any longer. He forgot all training, all 
determination. He knew only one emotion. That was, he must, 
somehow or other, get away from the noise, from the horror, from 
the danger. He must get away, back somewhere where he could 


escape his own shuddering fear. 
He knew, in saner moments, that death is the 


To Get Away! penalty for desertion in the face of the enemy. 
But death, disgrace, shame no longer meant anything. They were 
only words. His world was entirely encompassed in the one de- 
termination—to get away. 

Offshore, a little way, a small landing craft, loaded with men, 
had been hit by an enemy artillery shell and was sinking, fast. A 
couple of Navy men, standing on the beach, saw it. There was 
another small vessel, empty, touching the shelving shore. The two 
Navy men jumped in, to rescue all they could of the men of the 
sinking craft, by now struggling in the water. 

The frightened boy saw the two shoving the empty boat adrift 
and climbing aboard. He didn’t know their purpose. But he saw 
one thing. Here was a vessel moving away from the beach, from 
all the horror. Here was a means of turning his back, of heading 
toward England and comparative safety. 

He ran, screaming and, at the last moment, jumped on board 
with the Navy men. P 

The two said nothing. By the time the little vessel had reached 
the foundered craft and the task of hauling aboard as many of the 
struggling troops as possible began, the boy had, partially at least, 
conquered his fear. 

Boldly, recklessly, heroically, he hauled men out of the water 
onto the resoue craft. Of the three he performed the outstanding 
feats of rescue. 

All three won special awards for that performance, off Omaha 
Beach, under fire. 

Who shall say that the boy who ran away did not deserve his 
second chance, did not rightfully win the hero’s medal that today 


is his? 


The second story is about a soldier who re- 
Another Case vealed such evidences of emotional instability 
his officers did not dare to let him accompany his unit into action, 
under enemy fire. They knew he would “break,” his nerve would 
go and he would run at first opportunity. They feared his ex- 
ample might bg bad for other men, who would see his psychic 
collapse. M4 

So, before the outfit went into the fighting zone, they had this 
weak one ordered home, back to the States, for limited service in 
this country or for discharge, however the Army doctors might 
decide. 

On the voyage westward across the Atlantic the ship which 
carried this, from soldier standards, branded misfit, saw a com- 
panion ship torpedoed by enemy submarines and went to save as 
many as possible of the men of the stricken vessel. 

And the emotionally unstable soldier displayed such heroism in 
his voluntary work with the rescuers that he, too, was recommended 
for, and received, a special citation for courage. 

Two stories, sworn to me as true by the men who told them. 

The stories of two men who would have carried the stigma of 
cowardice through life if they had not received a second chance.

Utopia is always an ideal s0- 
ciety, which we hope may be real- 
ized in the future. It registers 
what we believe ought to be, and 
by comparison with what is, re-| 
veals the weaknesses and limi- 
tations of our social conditions. 
This is also true in comparing 
our professions of faith—whether 
religious or political — with our) 
practice. Yet without such an) 
ideal, there can be no progress, 
since it is the ideal which makes 
us dissatisfied with what is, and 
spurs us to effort to change what 
is to what ought to be. 

It is from this standpoint we 
must view the Declaration of our 
forefathers in Philadelphia _ in 
1776: “All men are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalien- 
able rights.”

Yet, at the very time this funda- 
mental political creed was pub- 
lished to the world, human be 
ings were being bought and sold 
without any . legal restraints. 

It is one of the pathetic para- 
doxes of history, that the first 
voices raised against’ the insti- 
tution of slavery, were southern 
voices. When the representatives 


of all the states came together to} 


form our constitution, most of the 
leading statesmen from the south, 
strove to fix its limits, and to put 
an end to the trade in human 
life. Among those who made this 
futile attempt, were George Wash- 
ington, Richard Henry Lee, 
George Mason, John Randolph, 


and John Tyler. It was George 
Mason, of Virginia, who called the}

Auditor Thrasher 
A Fervent Crusader 


Evidence of how well Georgia’s financial af- 
fairs are kept in order is seen by the amount of 
time and space the state auditor has had to de 

vote to criticizing outstanding officeholders and men of integrity 
as President I. S. Ingram, of West Georgia College, and Ryburn 
Clay, former state highway director. In neither case did the au- 
ditor charge that anything dishonest or unethical had been done 
—we hope the public realized this. State Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
Jr. is a crusader. In bygone days there may have been much 
highway property disappearing mysteriously,-and some state offi- 
cials may have walked off with part of the treasury. In those 
days, a state auditor could really blast forth in his reports,-when 
he finally spotted the crooked dealings. Under the Arnall admin- 
istration, however, Thrasher knows day-by-day what each depart- 
ment 1s spending, and what for. There is very little chance of 
missing money. 

What are the facts in the case? Dr. Ingram sold some NYA 
equipment for $15,000 and deposited the money in bonds. De- 
posited it in the name of the college, not Ingram. His bosses, of- 
ficials of the board of regents, were fully aware and informed 
that Ingram was setting this money aside as a reserve for future 
building. He did not publicly record this sum where the auditor 
could find it, because a superior had so instructed him. It was 
held for building purposes. But Ingram, who has done a fine -job 
at West Georgia College, was headlined in the light of some one 
“pulling a deal.” 

And Mr. Clay. The Atlanta financier was accustomed to nice 
offices. He wanted one when he became a state office holder. 
The state auditor did not think expensive furniture becoming to 
state officers, so he rejected the purchase. Mr. Clay, personally, 
paid for the furniture, and thought the matter closed. But when 
the audit came out, what occupied the most space—and what was 
featured on the front pages of anti-administration newspapers? 
The fact that Clay, who had put the department on a pay-as-you-go 
basis and brought it out of debt for the first time in history, had 
built up a ten million dollar surplus for the department? No. It 
was a review of the affair:of the fancy furniture. 

Georgia is fortunate in having an auditor who is alert to any 
and all irregularities. Georgia is more fortunate in having her 
financial affairs in such good order that her auditor can view with 
alarm only such instances as these—instead of having to prosecute 
big stealings. 


At Macon, a newspaper reporter cynically

The welfare department wants 
to place its patients in homes where they can be cared for, be- 
fore dismissing them from the hospital. If an aged person is 
unable to care for himself, and has no one to care for him, the 
state hospital would not want to push him out into the world 
alone. Likewise, the parole board wants to find jobs or a home 
for a prisoner before releasing him from jail., If the prisoner is 
ill and unable to work, and has no one to care for him, the parole 
board doesn’t want to push him out into the world alone. Georgia 
has no home for the aged and helpless. So some sane people may 
stay in a mental hospital and some persons eligible for freedom 
may remain in jail, simply because the state doesn’t want to kick 
helpless people out of asylums and prisons.

HURLEY indicated his at- 
titude when he said he did not 
want to urge that China was 
ready for democracy, but that he 
thought it would take as long to 
establish a working democracy 
there as it did here.

Leathernecks 
Dig in for 
China Winter 


TSINGTAO, China, Dec. 1.—(/) 
American Marines are digging in | 
for a long, cold winter in this | 
Communist-encircled seaport and | 
elsewhere in north China as it be-| 
comes increasingly evident that 
landing of the Chinese National- | 
ist Eighth Army is not going to/| 
bring immediate peace to the 
Shantung peninsula. 

Chinese Communist Eighth 
route army troops hold positions 
within 30 miles of the heart of 
Tsingtao and have recaptured the 
inland railroad city of Wehsien. 

Marines of Maj. Gen. Lemuel 
Shepherd’s Sixth division who 
landed in Tsingtao Oct. 1, now 
have outposts around the city and 
at the nearby airport. 

Troops of the American- 
equipped Nationalist Eighth Army 
which landed Nov. 14 have pushed 
only a_ short distance outside 
Tsingtao. No clashes with the 
Communists have occurred in the 
area, the principal activity recent- 
ly having been repatriation of 


some 7,000 Japanese. 

The Marines meanwhile have | 
gone into the coal business, oper- 
ating out of the nearby port of 
Chinwangtao. 


Twelve ships loaded with 100,- 
065 tons of coal have sailed from 
Chinwangtao. Eleven of the ship- 
loads have gone to Shanghai. The 
coal was mined by the Kailan 
Mining Administration, a British- 


of Tonshan, south of Chinwangtao. 


“The whole movement of coal 
from here would stop overnight if 
the Marines were withdrawn,” a 
KMA company official said. 


Another aspect of the Chinwang- 
tao coal business was the exchange 
of coal for 5,700 tons of U. S. flour 
by UNRRA, according to a rank- 
ing agent of the KMA. The trade 
was reported to have been made 
by a British representative for the 


China office of UNRRA.

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VICTORY LIGHT 


TOP SECRET. When the lights glow 
on your Christmas tree this year, 
here's a thought you can reflect on: 
Christmas-tree lights helped save our 
Navy from the Jap suicide planes. 

The story comes from the top 
secret drawer of World War II. This 
weapon was so important that it was 
given priority over the atom bomb. 
And its whole mechanism was set in 
action by a specially adapted Christ- 
mas-tree bulb. 

The Navy calls this weapon the 
“radio proximity fuse.” The fuse 
detonates a shell when it passes with- 
in 70 feet of the target. Our antiair- 
craft gunners didn’t have to hit the 
Kamikazes, just had to ‘“‘come close.”” 

Basically it is a miniature radio 
station that fits in the nose of a shell. 
As the shell speeds through the air, 
the tiny station sends out radio 
waves. When it comes within killing 
range of a plane, the waves are re- 
flected back to detonate the shell. 


BULL’S-EYE. The modified Christ- 
mas-tree bulb is packed into the tip 
of the shell and filled with acid. The 
bulb shatters as the shell is fired, 
allows the acid to drip down and acti- 
vate the radio station. 

The Navy sired the project in 
August, 1940. By June, 1943, every- 
thing was shipshape except the “‘am- 
poule,”’ the glass bulb. Bulbs tried 
were either too thick or too thin.

eral Electric’s Nela Park, in Cleve- 
land. Specifications were rushed. Hast- 
ily they dusted off their idle machin- 
ery, prepared for an output that would 
have flabbergasted Santa Claus. 
This man-made wonder may soon 
be doing a yeoman job in peace. 
Mounted in a locomotive it could 
automatically apply the brakes if a 
train were about to smash. In an air- 
plane it could flip the rudder to avoid 
crashing into a mountain. Even in 
your new car the radio proximity fuse 
could snap on your brakes if you get 
too frisky on the speedways of to- 
morrow. — JAY HOWARD

while. And since work occupies the greater 
part of your waking hours, it follows that 
the biggest part of enjoying life is enjoy- 
ing the work you do. If you don’t like 
what you do, change and look-around at 
the really happy people you know, the 
people who are wealthy in self-respect, in 
the esteem of others and in the enjoyment 
of life. You will find a surprising number 
who once switched out of work they did 
not like to work they did. 

I think of Frank, formerly a star textile 
salesman, who quit to go into the book 
business because he didn’t like cloth and 
did like books. 

Nowadays, old associates sometimes try 
to lure him back with promises of big 
money. “I know,” he says, “‘but I’ve got 
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enough money. Why should I trade in my 
fun for more?”’ 

Then there is Walt, who left a showy 
advertising job in New York to become a 
country storekeeper. Not long ago I heard 
a big-shot mutual acquaintance wishing 
he could swap jobs with Walt. ‘‘“Money or 
no money,” he said, “that guy is really 
living.”’ 

But curiously, many people who have 
switched to work they could like have 
found in that switch the key not merely 
to contentment but even to fortune. 

I know an enviably successful woman 
business executive in New York. But until 
she found something she could enjoy and 
excel at, she was just another misfit book- 
keeper. 


A BROKER of my acquaintance went 
laboriously broke while brokering, but 
died wealthy after thirty years of fun in 
the antique business. Another man gave 
up a foreman’s job to go back to the bench 
where he could create things. Today he is 
way up top in a western manufacturing 
concern where his creativeness has paid 
off in a big way. 

You could go on citing such instances 
indefinitely — and even spectacularly. 

You see, the people who are fortunate 
enough to like what they do have an edge 
in the enthusiasm that generates imagina- 
tion, initiative and drive.

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}L. TREASURES IN THE RUBBLE 1: sovs wars 


GUARDING these statues isn't too tough a job. Here's a Tommy who knows how to make himself at home 


War made new ruins — but it 
also uncovered many old ones. 
Here is the way GI's helped 
preserve historic prizes... . 


N FLORENCE, Italy, when Allied armies 
were plodding up the boot, local art lovers 
moved the city’s gigantic bronze equestrian 
statue of Cosimo de’ Medici to a villa in the 
country lest it be pulverized by gunfire. It 
took four days, using wagons and oxen. 
Last February, with Florence safely in 
Allied hands, the Army decided to rebuild 
a bridge between Florence and the country 
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villa where Cosimo had taken refuge. One art 
lover pointed out that if this were done the 
huge. statue would be permanently exiled to 
the country — because it would be too high to 
pass under the new bridge. Hastily, two Army 
trucks were dispatched to the villa. Racing 
against time with the bridgebuilders, soldiers 
piled Cogimo on one truck and his horse on 
the other and started back. 

Cosimo was a good traveler but his horse 
was not. Its spiked mane kept getting tangled 
in the web of field wire that was stretched 
across the highway high enough for ordinary 
traffic to get through but not high enough for 
Cosimo’s proud stallion. 

Finally a GI climbed upon the horse’s neck 


and rode in triumph back to Florence, shears 
in his hand, gaily clipping the field wire like 
some surrealistic conqueror. 

Now, not only Florence but all Europe is 
taking stock of its treasures and archeological 
relics. How these were protected — and 
how new relics were turned up acciden- 
tally —is one of the compelling sagas of 
the war. 

It began in 1941. After the British had see- 
sawed into Libya and seesawed back again, 
the Italians accused the British of wanton 
destruction of art treasures in Bengasi and 
Cyrene. Worried lest they may have com- 
mitted some wrong (though the Italian 
charges were later proved false and their 


photographs faked) the British assigned 
archeologists from the London Museum to 
accompany their armed forces and protect 
cultural relics. 

When we entered the war, American arche- 
ologists headed by Prof. William B. Dins- 
moor, of Columbia University, petitioned 
President Roosevelt for similar action. Work- 
ing unofficially at first and later as ““The 
American Commicsion for the Protection and 
Salvage of Artistic and Historic Monuments 
in War Areas,” these archeologists helped 
keep cultural devastation as comparatively 
slight as it was. 

The commission prepared 695 maps of 
towns and regions in Europe, from the Darda- 
nelles to Norway, pointing out those bits of 
man’s handiwork that ought to be saved from 
the war. Naturally they didn’t know what 
countries would’ be fought over, so they 
mapped every bit of Europe except the neu- 
tral countries and Polatd. 


They Make Accurate Guesses 


Tue War Department simply gave them 
the job and said, “Sorry, we can’t tell you 
where to begin.”’ But the archeologists proved 
themselves good armchair strategists. They 
provided a “relic map” of Syracuse, Sicily, 
just 24 hours before Sicily was invaded. Their 
map of Salerno was prepared at a time when 
few dreamed that this seaside town was our 
next target. 

Last spring they were girding for the 
invasion of Japan and China. By V-J 
Day they had prepared 110 maps of towns 
and regions in that area. 

The Air Forces and all field units were 
supplied with copies of these maps, which 
were starred like the old tourist pamphlets 
to show which relics had a priority for sur- 
vival. One star meant save-it-if-you-can. Two 
stars meant save-it-pretty-please. And three 
meant lay-that-pstol-down-Joe. 

In France, when the war became too swift 
and furious to pause over every cottage that 
might have been the birthplace of a poet, the 
French stepped in themselves and listed the 
25 prize monuments of France and begged the 
Allied supreme command to spare them. 

The Allies outdid themselves to grant this 


plea. Not one of the 25 prize monuments was 


seriously damaged by Allied action. The only 


one to suffer significantly was the Rouen 
Cathedral, which. the Germans violated in 
1940. At the war’s end, a French commission 
reported that of 17,000 cultural monuments 
in all of France 8,000 suffered some degree of 
damage, but nol a single one was damaged 
beyond repair. 

Italy was not as lucky as France. I asked. 
Professor Dinsmoor what, in his opimion, 
were the greatest archeological losses of the 
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war. He named the Cathedral at Benevento, 
near Naples, and the Church of Santa Chiara, 
in Naples. Benevento was gutted and set 
ah by shelling, its priceless bronze doors 
burned into black and twisted fragments. 
Santa Chiara, where the Norman kings of 
Naples were buried, was blasted and burned 
by bombings. 

Pompeii, which suffered the ralon of Vesu- 
vius, toppled to a new kind of wrath — 140 
aerial bombs. The damage to those venerable 


ruins had to be done, inasmuch as the Ger- 
mans had a tank concentration on one side of 
Pompeii and a headquarters on the other. 

Amedeo Maiuri, director of the Naples 
museum and chief archeologist at Pompeii, 
rushed out in the hope of protecting his 
precious excavations but was struck himself 
by a bomb fragment. His leg was broken and 
he was taken back on a stretcher to the 
Naples museum in time to welcome the Allies 
whose bombs he had just been dodging. 

Allied Military Government saw to it 
whenever possible that damaged monuments 
were restored. Work on Pompeii began imme- 
diately after its liberation. Fortunately the 
famous bronzes of Pompeii and Herculaneum 
had been packed and shipped away for safe 
keeping. But where did they ship them? To 
the monastery of Monte Cassino! 


Good Luck Has a Catch 


Tus monastery was, of course, destroyed 
by the Allies after the Germans made it a 
strong point on the road to Rome. But again 
luck was on the side of the bronzes. The 
Germans, just before the destruction of the 
monastery, removed the treasures and turned 
them over to the Vatican. But it was a typical 
Nazi transaction. When the relics were tal- 
lied, 15 cases were missing; others had been 
looted. 

In Caen, France, during and after the shell- 
ing by British and German artillery, I saw a 
number of worthy monuments leveled. But 
luckily the two most precious ones, Wil- 
liam the Conqueror’s Abbaye aux Hom- 
mes and Abbaye aux Dames survived. 

It seems incredible that St. Paul’s in Lon- 
don survived, especially when you survey the 
devastation behind it and the spots where 
buzz bombs crashed all around it. The Cathe- 
dral of Cologne was left standing in a wilder- 
ness of rubble. It was, of course, a three-star 
monument on the commission’s maps. Un- 
doubtedly many a bombardier and artillery- 
man leaned over backward to spare it. 

The famous “Venus de Milo” and the 
“Victory of Samothrace” also survived the 
war. These treasures were taken out af the 
Louvre in Paris and removed for safe keep- 
ing to Chateau Valencay, outside of the city. 

The Louvre was virtually untouched by 
the war (tourists will notice a few pockmarks 
from Paris street fighting) but the chAteau 
came near to being obliterated. A German 
delayed action bomb dropped beside it and 
lay undiscovered for several hours. It was 
spotted in the nick of time by an AMG officer. 
With two of the world’s greatest art treasures 


at stake, a bomb disposal squad perspiringly 
removed the fuse and dragged the bomb away. 

When archeologists undertake a project 
they call it a “dig.’”” World War II, without 
ever intending to, provided one of the biggest 
“digs” of all time. Many a bombardier, while 
not fancying himself an archeologist at all, 
chewed out a hole in the earth which revealed 
a Grecian column or an ancient wall. 

At Salerno, with the bloody beachhead 
battle raging on all sides, a squad of GI’s 
were digging a gun emplacement when one 
of them hit a hard object with his spade. 
He dug around it and then called to his bud- 
dies: “‘Hey! I found King Tut’s tomb!”’ 

He was kidding, and then again he wasn’t. 
Other members of the squad began to strike 
gray, shaped stone. It soon became clear that 
these Yank spades had cut into the crust of 
another civilization. 

Pick Another Battlefield 


IN ACCORDANCE with Army regulations, the 
area was immediately wired off and declared 
out of bounds. The GI’s found another spot 
for their gun emplacement. Sometime later, 
archeologists found a rich cache of neolithic 
tombs which are now under careful excava- 
tion by the Naples museum. 

The Luftwaffe aided British archeologists 
by blasting away much of London’s medieval 
layer and revealing priceless portions of the 
ancient wall of Londinium. Archeologists 
want to dig around the old walls for relics 
of the Roman era. In an outlying sec- 
tion of London the Germans dropped a 
bomb which tossed up fragments of a 
Saxon cross. In the bomb craters of Exeter, 
explorers found fine old Roman mosaics. 

Other Roman mosaics wére found by the 
Germans as they deepened their air-raid 
shelters in Cologne. Near Athens, German 
soldiers found a large torso of Dionysus and 
in Crete their shells unearthed ‘a Minoan 
palace. 

Our gunners were also good archeological 
marksmen. Just south of Rome, at Palestrina, 
artillery fire blasted into the light of day 
some of the ancient terrace walls of the Tem- 
ple of Fortune. More treasure will be found 
in the reconstruction era, as we sew up the 
wounds in the earth — to open them again, 
let us hope, only with the scalpel of the arche- 
ologist and not with the bloody axe of war. 

For many of Italy’s relics, the war added 
a new chapter which will undoubtedly fasci- 
nate the antiquarians of 1,000 years from 
now. In the catacombs of Syracuse they will 


' find places where the dividing niches were 
cut to make more room for bomb shelters. ~ 


They may find scraps of bedding or eating 
utensils in the tombs at Palestrina and piece 
together the story of refugees who hid there. 
If oil stains in the amphitheater at Sutri 
baffle them, they should know that the Ger- 
mans used it as a motor pool. 


Nazis Are Hough on Relics 


CCHARRED stones in the amphitheater at 
Lucera will testify to its use by the Germans 
as a field kitchen. The burned and blasted 
remains of Sutri’s Etruscan tombs will tell 
of their wanton use by the Germans as ammu- 
nition dumps and how they were blown up as 
the Germans retreated. _ 

A number of other tombs were used as 
billets and one particularly may puzzle the 
archeologists of 2945 by its yield of scraps 
of wire and green, corroded copper. The Ger- 
mans used it as a telephone exchange. 

How the antiquarians of 2945 will label 
all these finds is hard to say. Let’s hope they 
can call them: “Relics of the Last World 
War.” The End

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Getting a telephone is 
a tough job — but look 
at what your parents 
had to put up with... 


OVEMBER 1, 1945, was a memo- 
N rable day in our family. We 
got our new telephone. It was an old- 
fashioned stand-up affair and the 
brass showed through in spots, but 
to us it was a thing of beauty. We'd 
waited nearly two years for it. 

As the installation man packed 
up his kit, my wife and I and the 
children stood in an awed little semi- 
circle, staring at the instrument. It 
reminded me of the day, 30-odd 
years ago, when my own parents got 
their first telephone. 

I boldly advanced to the instru- 
ment, took the receiver off the hook 
and waited to see what would hap- 
pen. “It works,”’ I chortled. “Oper- 
ator says, ‘Number, please.’ ”’ 

‘*Well, after all,’’ said my wife, 
‘*‘what did you expect her to say 
— *What hath God wrought!’?”’ 

“Daddy,” my five-year-old girl 
piped up, “is Operator a Jady?”’ 

“Of course she is,”’ I said. ‘““Who 
ever heard of a man operator!”’ 

“I have,’’ announced the installa- 
tion man, quite unexpectedly. 

*“You mean it?” I asked. 

‘‘Sure. When telephones first 
started, they had lots of male oper- 
ators."” He picked up his kit and 
started for the door. ““Go down and 
see the telephone-company historian 


—he’ll tell you all about them.’’ 

After he’d left, the idea of male 
operators kept preying on my mind 
— and also the idea of a telephone 
historian. So much so that after a 
few days I did make a trip to the 
home office of American Telephone 
and Telegraph, at 195 Broadway, 
New York. 

It was a fatal move — I spent the 
next five afternoons with one Mr. 
R. E. Mooney, Historical Librarian 
of the company, delving into books 
and records that were only too 
fascinating. 

First let us settle the matter of 
male operators. It is true that when 
exchanges came into existence, about 
1878, teen-age boys were hired to 
work the switchboards. The result 
was chaos — one wonders that the 
telephone ever survived. 


Fist-fighting Operators 


Ir tTooK several boys to handle 
each call, running, shouting and 
dragging wires from one end of the 
long switchboard to the other. Fist 
fights were common, and whenever 
one occurred the entire staff would 
gather about to cheer; service might 
be suspended for a quarter of an 
hour or more. 

The boy operators delighted in 
cursing and generally abusing sub- 
scribers, to a point where few ladies 
of the period dared use a telephone 
at aH. There is a tale of a well- 
meaning New York preacher who 
tried to dissuade a young operator 
from profanity. All the boys at the 
exchange ganged up on the poor man 


“Looks like a victory for management over labor” 
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while the teen-aged boy “operators” slugged it out 


and from that day on, regardless of 
what call he made, he was always 
connected with the corner saloon. 

The boy operators did not last 
long. Within a year, telephone officials 
started substituting young women, 
and they worked out fine. 

The first of all public exchanges was 
established in New Haven, Conn., in 
January, 1878. George W. Coy, agent 
for the Bell Telephone Company, sent 
out several hundred enthusiastic let- 
ters to leading citizens. He got only 
one subscriber — a Reverend John E. 
Todd. Dr. Todd must have been a 
true pioneer type, since the only per- 
son he could have hoped to telephone 
was Mr. Coy himself, and he pre- 
sumably didn’t even know Mr. Coy. 
However, Dr. Todd was eventually 
rewarded. Before many weeks were 


out, the first New Haven directory 
was issued, consisting of a single card- 
board sheet with 50 names. The Rev- 
erend could phone at least nine other 
residents of New Haven, besides a 
number of dentists, doctors and stores. 
But if his house had caught fire, he 
couldn't have called the fire station. 
It was sometime before they got 
around to having a phone installed. 


Just a Toy 


Down in Washington, D. C., the 
new-born telephone industry ran up 
against public apathy, too. The note- 
book of Warren Choate, a telephone 
salesman of 1878, has been carefully 
preserved. (In those days, telephones 
were peddled from door to door, Fuller- 
brush fashion.) Mr. Choate’s report 
on Colonel Pitney, superintendent of 


the Treasury Building, was: ‘““Cannot 
see the necessity of it [a telephone] for 
official use.” A Mr. Hadley, of the 
Interior Department, was more en- 
couraging. Though he said there was 
no use for it at the office, he promised 
to buy one for his home to amuse his 
family and friends. 

Businessmen in all big cities took 
much the same attitude. An old Bos- 
ton resident testifies that as late as 
1890, when most offices had suc- 
cumbed to the telephone, executives 
still used private-code gibberish for 
fear that operators would disclose their 
conversations to business competitors. 


A Confusing Gadget 


IN EARLY years, telephone instru- 
ments were oversimplified; you used 
the same gadget to talk through as 
you did to listen through. Telephone 
directories displayed a warning: “Don't 
talk with your ear or listen with your 
mouth.’’ Another notice was: “Give 
your call without unnecessary re- 
marks!’’ — this for the benefit of per- 
sons who were doubtful about pro- 
cedure and thought they should pass 
the time of day with the operator 
before getting down to business. 

If the infant telephone industry 
was greeted skeptically in America, 
in Europe it met with downright hos- 
tility. About 1880, according to H. N. 
Casson in “‘History of the Telephone,”’ 
the London “Saturday Review’’ pub- 
lished an editorial that was a mas- 
terpiece of vision: ““The telephone,”’ it 
said “‘is little better than a toy ... it 
is inferior to the well-established sys- 
tem of air-tubes.”” Another London 
paper blithely passed it off as “‘a com- 
plicated form of ear trumpet.”’ 

It must be admitted that the first 


representative the telephone company 
sent to England was not a man to 
inspire confidence. An impetuous char- 
acter by the name of Gower, he no 
sooner arrived in London than he 
married an opera singer; then, almost 
in the same breath, he took up bal- 
looning. In an attempt to fly from 
England to France, he tumbled 
out -of the balloon basket and 
drowned in the English Channel. 

The next representative to England 
was a steadier type, and the country 
finally did adopt the telephone in 
1885. But it has néver flourished there 
as it has in America; even today, the 
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Executives spoke in code 


British Isles have only one-third as 
many phones per capita as we have. 
France took up the telephone shortly 
after Britain. The government bureau- 
crats proved almost as destructive as 
America’s boy-operators, and the 
early French system became so tangled 
up that it was of little use to the 
natjon. The officials’ most_ ingenious 
blunder was their refusal to furnish 
subscribers with instruments. This 


meant that if you leased a te 
wire, you had to go out an buy 
whatever kind of gadget that hard- 
ware dealers had to offer. The result 
was that few telephones in all France 
bore even a family resemblance, and 
most of them didn't work anyway. 
Of all European countries, Sweden 
took to the telephone most enthusi- 
astically, undoubtedly because the 
system there was patterned on Ameri- 
can lines. Today Stockholm has half 
again as many telephones per capita 
as New York City — no, that’s not a 
misprint. As to the most phoneless 
European countries, Bulgaria, Rou- 
mania and Yugoslavia run a dead heat 
with about one instrument for 200 per- 
sons. The most phoneless country in 
all the world is British India, with one 
for every 5,000 persons. 


He Couldn’t Take It 


Once more according to H. N. Cas- 
son, the telephone made its most 
dramatic debut in Persia, in the early 
1900's. The reigning Shah had a wire 
strung from his palace to the market- 
place in Teheran and invited Wf sub- 
jects to call him and give him sugges- 
tions as to governing the country. 
The populace rushed to the teléphone, 
and the suggestions were so forthright 
that the Shah sent his militia to shoot 
the crowds down. Since then. the tele- 
phone has not flourished in Persia. 
The last violent incident seems a 
fitting clumax for the many early strug- 
gles of the telephone. Considering the 
sum total, it is pretty amazing to learn 
that there are more than 49,000,000 of 
these “‘complicated ear-trumpets”’ in 
use today. And here’s hoping, dear 
reader, that you'll soon be able to get 
one for yourself. The End

Checolate Whipped Cream 
2 tablespoons cocoa 
2 tablespoons sugar 
% cup water 
¥4 pint cream 
4 teaspoon vanilla 
4 ladyfingers 
Mix cocoa with sugar, add to 
water and simmer slowly 10 min- 
utes, or until reduced to ¥ cup 
syrup. Whip chilled cream in 
chilled bowl until it begins to 
thicken, then slowly add syrup, 
beating until stiff. Fold in vanilla. 
Dip to sherbet glasses and chill, 
Serve with a ladyfinger, end. up, 
in the center of each cup.

URING the war it was axiomatic 
that no one needed an Army 
jeep as much as the man who didn’t 
have one. mi
